Pupil pens letter to county council •Toddler hurt near her school 
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Plea: The 
letter sent to 
Surrey County 
Council. Main and

“Our school has no signs and no speed limit 
signs. I think this needs to be sorted very 
soon or else one of us is going to get hurt. ” 

This is the heart-breaking hand-written 
letter to Surrey County Council from a 
child at a primary school where a three- 
year-old girl suffered head injuries when 
she was hit by a mini-bus. 

The toddler was taken to 
George’s Hospital by ambulance 
with multiple injuries after the 
collision outside Southfield 
Park Primary School in 
Epsom on Tuesday morning. 

She was injured just be¬ 
fore 9am, close to drop-off 
time at the school, and Cher- 
ryfield Nursery. 

St George’s Hospital in Toot 
ing, a specialist trauma centre, 
later confirmed to Surrey Police the 
girl suffered minor injuries. 

The letter to Surrey County Council, 
pinned to a display board in Southfield 
Park Primary School, read: “Our school 



has no school signs and no speed limit 
signs. 

“Surely you would make the effort to put 
up signs so that we are safe. 

“Don’t you agree that the children of 
Southfield Park should be safe and get a 
good education? 

“I think this needs to be sorted very soon 
or else one of us is going to get hurt. 

“You need to do this fast and sensibly,” 

There were a number of letters sent to 
Alan Flaherty, a traffic engineer at Surrey 
County Council, by the school. He replied 
to the letters on Thursday, January 7. 

He said: “Thank you for the letters 
from some of your pupils asking 
for various safety measures 
around the Southfield Park 
Primary School in Epsom. 

“I have looked at the area 
and agree that there is a lack 
of school warning signs. I 
shall arrange for signs to be 
put up in Chantilly Way, 
Brettgrave and Longrove Road.” 
The road outside the school is 
very busy during drop-off and pick¬ 
up times on schooldays, according to one 
neighbour. 

John Atkin, a finance analyst living near 
the school, said: “The car park is not big 


enough and parents get desperate and 
park in the sides of the road. 

“It is not surprising that a child might 
come between parked cars and is not 
seen.” 

A spokesman from Surrey Police said: 
“We have heard from the hospital that the 
victim has suffered minor injuries. 

“We wish her and her family well and a 
quick recovery.” 

An ambulance spokesman said: “The 
young girl was treated at the scene and 
taken to St George’s Hospital with in¬ 
juries including a head injury.”

On trail of pioneering cure for MS

A LEATHERHEAD man whose affliction with 
multiple sclerosis (MS) has stopped him starting 
a family has said his dream of walking with his 
child on his shoulders is what drives him to raise 
£45,000 to travel to Russia for a ‘miracle cure’. 

Doctors told Alex Green, from Kingston Road, 
Leatherhead, he had MS eight years ago, and his 
condition has gradually worsened ever since. 

MS is an autoimmune disorder which affects 
the central nervous system, damaging nerve cells 
in the brain and spinal cord. 

It can result in a wide range of physical, mental 
and sometimes psychiatric symptoms. 

While he could still play football two years into 
his disease, now he can only walk short distances. 

When he does walk it is with a pronounced 
limp. 

He also said he had trouble controlling his blad¬ 
der, which had left him in constant fear of leaving 
the house. 

But the greatest impediment on his life, he said, 
was the resulting difficulty he and wife Jen, 36, 
have had in conceiving a child. 

The 36-year-old animator told the Guardian : 
“We’ve had a lot of trouble getting pregnant, be¬ 
cause the nature of MS, I don’t have total feeling 
below the waist. 

“Obviously if this treatment in Russia worked 
it might not just 
stop the disease

“It might mean

The treatment 


Alex Green and his wife Jen 

would see Mr Green undergo intense chemother¬ 
apy before being injected with his own stem cells 
to repair his damaged nerves. 

However, the treatment and the travelling costs 
would set him back more than £45,000 - and so he 
set up a GoFundMe page to help him get there. 

He has until April to raise the money because he 
has a place on a trial programme in Russia. 

Mr Green is hoping his story will touch enough 
people to get him there on time - and he plans 
on letting donators keep track of his treatment, 
should he get to Russia, through his YouTube page. 

He said: “I’ve become a keen YouTuber in the 


last few years - and I plan on documenting my 
journey by video, like a first-person account. 

“It’s a cruel, cruel disease but all the testimonies 
are overwhelmingly positive - so there’s a glim¬ 
mer of hope. 

“I hate my MS and we have to do something 
about it. 

“The YouTube channel isn’t just about me, but I 
hope in a small way I can raise awareness and help 
other sufferers, too.”

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Former justice secretary says his reforms have set a positive foundation to build on 

The Prime Minister praises my 
prison work, insists Grayling

THE former justice secretary, 
Chris Grayling MP, came under 
fire from the Prime Minister and 
prisoners this week, but insisted 
his justice reforms have set a posi¬ 
tive foundation to build upon. 

David Cameron blasted the “fail¬ 
ure” of the current prison system 
as “scandalous” in a speech on 
Monday. 

But Mr Grayling praised the 
Prime Minister’s speech in the 
House of Commons, and said Mr 
Cameron’s proposed reforms - in¬ 
cluding granting more autonomy 
to prison governors - build on 
what he achieved as justice secre¬ 
tary 

The Prime Minister also out¬ 
lined plans for six ‘reform prisons’ 
to be built in unnamed locations in 
England and Wales and promised 
to protect the £130 million prison 
education budget. 

Mr Cameron said: “Current lev¬ 
els of prison violence, drug-taking 
and self-harm should shame us all. 

“In a typical week there will be 
almost 600 incidents of self-harm, 
at least one suicide and 350 as¬ 
saults including 90 on staff across 
the UK.” 

Figures published by the Min¬ 
istry of Justice last week showed 
that 89 of the country’s prisoners 
took their own lives last year. 

Mr Cameron said: “We need 
prisons. Some people - including, 
of course, rapists, murderers, 


child abusers, gang leaders - be¬ 
long in them. 

“I also strongly believe that 
we must offer chances to change; 
that for those trying hard to turn 
themselves around, we should 
offer hope; that in a compassion¬ 
ate country, we should help those 
who’ve made mistakes to find their 
way back onto the right path.” 

During a visit to Onley prison in 


Rugby, aired on Channel 4 News, 
Michael Gove, who took over from 
Mr Grayling, introduced himself 
to an inmate. 

The prisoner said: “You’re the 
new prisons minister, yeah? Do 
a better job than that last one, 
yeah?” 

But Mr Grayling remained defi¬ 
ant about his record as justice sec¬ 
retary after standing down in May 


2015. He told the Epsom Guardian: 
“I have nothing to add. 

“It was a good speech [by Mr 
Cameron]. He praised my work. It 
builds on what I was already do¬ 
ing.” 

Chief executive of the Howard 
League for Penal Reform, Frances 
Crook, meanwhile welcomed Mr 
Cameron’s proposals for prison 
reform. 


A loss-making jail project 


Council services won’t be cut’ 


EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling oversaw a loss-mak¬ 
ing commercial venture as 
Justice Secretary which lost 
the British taxpayer more 
than £1 million, an investiga¬ 
tion has found. 

Just Solutions (JSi) was 
established in 2012 by Mr 
Grayling’s predecessor, Ken 
Clarke. 

It remained in operation 
until it was recently wound 
up by the current Justice Sec¬ 
retary, Michael Gove. 

As the commercial arm of 
the Department of Justice, it 


sold prisons expertise over¬ 
seas, but came into criticism 
for working with countries 
with questionable human 
rights records, like Saudi 
Arabia and Libya. 

The National Audit Office 
(NAO) reported that while 
JSi’s costs were £2.1 million, 
including £239,000 for consul¬ 
tancy, its income was just £1 
million. 

Mr Grayling declined to 
comment, saying JSi was Mr 
Clarke’s project.

THE Epsom and Ewell 
Residents’ Association 
(RA) will claim tonight 
that its 2016/17 budget 
will see no services cut 
despite a deep reduction 
in funding from central 
government. 

Eber Kington, who 
represents Ewell Court, 
claimed increases in 
council tax and fees for 
services -1.9 per cent and 
six per cent, respectively 
- plus ‘efficiency savings’ 
and withdrawing £273,000 
from council reserves 


will balance the books. 

However Labour’s Kate 
Chinn repudiated this 
claim, saying the planned 
closure of the Wells Cen¬ 
tre in March was a cut in 
services. 

Cllr Kington said: “Our 
revenue support grant 
from the government has 
been cut harshly - and we 
never want to increase 
council tax or fees and 
charges. But even more 
important are services - 
why would we want to cut 
services?” 


In December the RA 
voted to move services to 
a centre in the Longmead 
estate. 

Cllr Chinn said: “The 
RA are just selling Tory 
austerity - with peo¬ 
ple’s budgets still being 
squeezed now is not the 
time to be raising council 
tax. This budget is just 
carrying out the govern¬ 
ment’s harsh cuts.” 

The RA - which has 31 
of the council’s 38 seats 
- is expected to see the 
budget approved.

Grayling said he will support 
a charity set up in memory of 
an Epsom teenager who died 
of cancer just days after her 
16th birthday. 

Emma’s Bubble Trust 
(EBT) was set up in March 
2008 by Lynn and Mark Bran¬ 
don as a living memorial to 
their eldest daughter Emma, 
a student at Rosebery School 
in Epsom. 

Emma - who was affection¬ 
ately nicknamed ‘Bubble’ 
- was a patient at the Royal 
Marsden Hospital in Sutton, 
which now receives dona¬ 
tions from EBT.

TRAIN enthusiasts are call¬ 
ing for ‘a wave of ticket of¬ 
fice carnage’ to be reversed 
as plans are announced 
to close ticket offices in 
Ashtead, Leatherhead and 
Epsom this year. 

Last week, Govia 
Thameslink Railway (GTR) 
announced it would close 
81 ticket offices across the 
country from June this year 
- including those at Epsom, 
Leatherhead and Ashtead 
outside of peak hours. 

The National Union of 
Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port (RMT) condemned the 
move, calling it a ‘wave of 
ticket office carnage’ and 
said GTR ‘doesn’t give two 
hoots’ about customers. 

Peter Mugridge, from 
Miles Road, Epsom, who 
once travelled 5,500 miles by 
train across Britain for char¬ 
ity, said everyone on online 
train forum RailUKForums. 
co.uk, were against the idea. 


The 48-year-old said: “A lot 
of people prefer to deal with 
a human and as things stand 
the alternative technology is 
not yet fully capable of re¬ 
placing people. 

“Machines cannot deal 
with everything, and the 
portable devices used by 
roving ticket staff have their 
own limitations.” 

Under the new plans, when 
the offices are closed, each 


station would have a ‘station 
host’ out in the concourse to 
sell tickets, provide informa¬ 
tion and help passengers use 
the ticket machines. 

A spokesperson for GTR 
said it wants to modernise 
the the way it operates to 
benefit passengers. 

It said: “Where sales from 
ticket offices are low, we 
want to bring staff out from 
behind the windows and on 


to the concourse to work 
where they’re needed most, 
as station hosts, providing 
assistance and helping sell 
tickets from ticket machines 
and their own handheld de¬ 
vices. 

“All the affected stations 
will be staffed for longer as 
a result - at all but two they 
would be staffed from the 
very first train of the day to 
the very last, seven days a 
week. 

“This will drive other cus¬ 
tomer benefits - we’ll also be 
able to increase the opening 
hours of facilities passen¬ 
gers have told us are impor¬ 
tant, such as waiting rooms, 
toilets and lifts.” 

Rail bosses have faced re¬ 
peated criticism over the last 
month for their poor service, 
leading to Transport for 
London announcing it would 
take over London’s entire 
suburban rail network by 
2021.

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Protesters say no to new superstore 
with 200 objections and street protest 


A CAMPAIGN against a new 
cut-price supermarket coming 
to Epsom is gathering pace, with 
more than 200 objections being 
lodged and more than 50 resi¬ 
dents turning out to a roadside 
protest. 

Protesters held placards read¬ 
ing “Say ‘No’ to Aldi”, “Not Here 
Aldi, Down There”, or just “No” 
aloft outside the proposed site 
of a new Aldi between Alexan¬ 
dra Road and Church Road on 
a cold, wet morning on Sunday, 
January 31. 

Concerned residents believe 
the former Dairy Crest site is an 
“entirely wrong location” and 
would exacerbate traffic prob¬ 
lems in the town. 

Between November 1, 2009 
and October 31, 2014 there were 
24 recorded accidents at junc¬ 
tions in the immediate vicinity 
- two of which were serious. 

The supermarket giant has 
owned the Alexandra Road site 
since 2013 and distributed al¬ 
most 7,000 leaflets announcing 
plans to nearby residents in 
July last year. 

It said the majority of nearly 
1,000 responses were positive 
and believe the new store would 
create 40 to 50 jobs and enhance 
food choice and competition. 

James Cookson of Church 
Road, Epsom, was one of the 
protesters on the Sunday 

He said: “I’m not opposed to 
an Aldi store in Epsom, it’s just 


an entirely wrong location for a 
variety of reasons. 

“Traffic, parking, impact 
on the conservation area are 
amongst them. I’d like to see the 
council put this site to residen¬ 
tial use.” 

Sarah Hall of Alexandra 
Road, Epsom, said: “I am terri¬ 
fied about traffic jams. It will 
gridlock Upper High Street. 

“The local roads were nev¬ 
er designed for something like 
this.” 

A spokeswoman for Aldi said: 
“Creating the right proposals 


for Epsom is as just as impor¬ 
tant to Aldi as it is for local peo¬ 
ple. We want to ensure that cus¬ 
tomers can access the site safely 
and with ease. We have worked 
with the council to tailor-make 
a store with the sensitivities of 
the site in mind”. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council is due to make a de¬ 
cision on the proposals at its 
planning committee meeting at 
7.30pm on Thursday, March 10.

Doctors walk out for 
latest 24-hour strike

JUNIOR doctors walked out of 
hospitals across the country on 
Wednesday, and some are asking 
whether health secretary Jere¬ 
my Hunt is the main obstacle to 
negotiations between the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Association and the 
government. 

Emergency care was provid¬ 
ed, but junior doctors picketed 
Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 



Doctors striking at St George’s 


between 8am on Wednesday and 
8am on Thursday. 

Junior doctors held the first 
NHS strike in 41 years on Janu¬ 
ary 12. 

The dispute is over a change 
to contracts, which would 
change the payment of normal 
time and premium time. 

Currently, junior doctors are 
paid a higher rate for hours 
worked between 7pm and 7am 
Monday to Friday and for week¬ 
end work. 

Under a new contract, pre¬ 
mium time would cover hours 
worked between 10pm and 7am 
Monday to Saturday The BMA 
had been in last-minute talks 
with the Department of Health 
but were unable to avert action. 

Mr Hunt told the BBC the 
BMA was the “only reason” 
talks broke down. 

Krishna Sivakumaran, 27, is a 
second year doctor at St Helier 
Hospital, and believes the main 
obstacle in the negotiation is the 
health secretary himself. 

He said: “We have shown how 
reluctant we are by cancelling 
strikes and doing anything we 
can to avoid them. 

“Both sides had negotiated on 
a new contract. It was as much 
as a middle-ground as we were 
going to get but Jeremy Hunt 
vetoed it. 

“That is not really the way ne¬ 


gotiations are supposed to work. 

“Is the pride and obstinacy of 
one man more important than 
the 54,000 junior doctors he is 
looking after?” 

A statement on Epsom and 
St Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust website read: “We 
are, as you would expect, taking 
appropriate action to ensure 
that any disruption to services 
is kept to an absolute minimum 
and that the quality of patient 
care we provide is not compro¬ 
mised. 

“If there are changes to an 
appointment that you have ar¬ 
ranged at our hospitals on any 
day of action, we will contact 
you. If you do not hear from us, 
please assume your appoint¬ 
ment remains unchanged. 

“We encourage patients to 
check our website for more in¬ 
formation about appointments.” 

A Department for Health 
spokesman said: “This strike 
is completely unnecessary. It is 
very disappointing that tens of 
thousands of patients and NHS 
staff have been inconvenienced 
by the BMA. We have now agreed 
the vast majority of the contract 
detail with the BMA but it’s a 
shame they have broken the 
agreement we made with ACAS 
to discuss the outstanding issue 
of Saturday working and pay for 
unsocial hours.”

LEATHERHEAD has been 
put on flood alert by the En¬ 
vironment Agency as Storm 
Imogen continues to lash 
across south London and 
north Surrey 

The River Mole has re¬ 
ceived 20mm of rain in the 
past 12 hours and the weath¬ 
er has caused river levels 
to rise at Leatherhead and 
Downside Bridge in Cobham. 

The Environment Agency 
issued a flood alert for the 
River Mole and its tributar¬ 
ies on Monday - covering an 
area including Leatherhead 
and Stoke D’Abernon. 

The alert means residents 
should be prepared for flood¬ 
ing.

Firefighters waded into the 
swollen river. 

It was later discovered the 
man had not stayed there 
that night.

ACCIDENTS will be inevita¬ 
ble on a busy road that runs 
through Ewell once a cross¬ 
ing designed to enhance safe¬ 
ty comes into use, according 
to the chairman of the vil¬ 
lage’s residents’ association. 

Surrey County Council 
began construction on a 
crossing near the centre of a 
stretch of Chessington Road, 
Ewell, between Spring Street 
and the railway line in De¬ 
cember 2015. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council approved permis¬ 
sion to change the former 
offices of Bytes Technology 
Group into 11 flats in Febru¬ 
ary 2014. 

The council then granted 
permission in September 
2014 for a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing to meet the county high¬ 
ways standards. 

Plans were approved for 
the crossing after three acci¬ 
dents - one of which caused 
serious injury to a cyclist - 


in the two years up to Febru¬ 
ary 2014. 

But Brian Angus, who 
lives in Chessington Road, 
Ewell, is highly unsatisfied 
with the position of the 
crossing on a busy road, and 
the lack of visibility due to 
overhanging trees and other 
vegetation. 

Mr Angus, the chairman 
of Ewell Village Residents’ 
Association said: “We point¬ 
ed out the dangers of cross¬ 
ing at an early stage. 

“The crossing is only 


visible to cars for about 38 
metres which is the official 
stopping distance for a vehi¬ 
cle travelling at 40 miles per 
hour. 

“The speed limit for this 
road is 30 mph and I predict 
the margins of error mean 
there will be accidents as 
soon as the crossing comes 
into use.” 

He said: “Anybody who 
stands on that crossing and 
looks to their left cannot 
believe that they’re being 
asked to cross the road at 


that point. 

“It can’t be safe. It is be¬ 
yond belief that they put tac¬ 
tile paving on the crossing. 

“These are presumably 
qualified highways officers, 
so what are they thinking?” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “The safety of our 
residents is our top priority 
and, after a couple of visits 
to the site, we believe in¬ 
stalling a crossing will make 
sure the road and surround¬ 
ing area is as safe as possible 
for everyone to use.”

I joined students from south 
London schools including The 
Holy Cross School, New 
Malden, and Orleans Park, 
Twickenham, on a 2,000 mile 
day trip to the place where, 
more than 70 years ago, 1.2 
million people were 
murdered. 

That figure, even as you 
stand under the same gates 
the cold and terrified men, 
women and children passed 
through feels impossible for 
one person to absorb. 

What really brings the indi¬ 
vidual horror into focus are 
the essential items you see in¬ 
side the death camp; everyday 
things that were once tidily 
packed in a suitcase before 
being swiftly removed and 
never used again. 

There is a room full of these 
discarded suitcases, reminders 


of one of the many lies prison¬ 
ers were told, along with the 
infamous words above the en¬ 
trance gates - “Arbeit Mact 
Frei” - Work Sets You Free. 

Most of these suitcases are 
labelled with the name and ad¬ 
dress of its owner - there is an 
L Weinberg, an A. Winter, a 
Paul Golokpof - all of whom 
packed their cases with their 
possessions before making the 
doomed trip. 

There is a room full of shoes 
and a cabinet of brushes, even 
a collection of artificial limbs; 
objects that were once so in¬ 
nocuous, now stark reminders 
of the millions of ordinary 
people who were taken from 
their homes and families, 
robbed of their identities and 
murdered. 

In the next room, an enor¬ 
mous cabinet of human hair, 


most of it shaved from the 
camp’s female prisoners. 

“There was just so much of 
it. What struck me straight 
away, as a girl, was that taking 
away something so important 
to you and your identity as 
your hair is just so dehuman¬ 
ising,” said Kasia Walls, 17, 
from St Catherine’s School in 
Twickenham. 

We found out in the next 
room the hair was used to 
make textiles for the 
Germans. We next passed 
through a corridor of faces - 
hundreds of photographs of 
the dead with their names, oc¬ 
cupations and the dates they 
arrived and died. 

The staggering statistics 
start to take a more horrifying 
meaning as you look into the 
eyes of the prisoners. 

Most of the prisoners, 


robbed of their hair, 
possessions and 
identity, look lost 
and uncertain, 
but among the 
despair there is 
the odd scornful 
smile of 
defiance. 

Next, the gas 
chamber and 
crematorium. 

Prisoners were told 
to remove their 
clothes before 
their “shower”, 
and even to 
remember 
which pegs they 
had left their 
possessions on- 
another perverse 
lie designed to keep 
order among the 
inmates. 

Slave labour was 
used to empty the 
chambers once 
all life had been 
snuffed out. 

None of us lin¬ 
gered in this air¬ 
less bunker of 
horror. 

We travelled next 
to Birkenau, which is 
enormous in size, with row 
after row of the barracks in 
which hundreds were 
crammed in squalid condi¬ 
tions that meant the average 
life span of the prisoners was 
just three months. 

We were told of more small 


acts of defiance from 
the prisoners, and 
the way they main¬ 
tained their hu¬ 
manity in this 
hellish place in 
which they were 
robbed of every¬ 
thing else. 

Some prisoners 
would take pride in 
keeping themselves as 
clean as possible, using 
valuable time and 
energy to keep 
their dignity in a 
place where inhu¬ 
manity against 
man reigned. 

Our group was 
told by Rabbi An¬ 
drew Shaw that 
some of the camp’s 
Jews had managed to 
procure tefillin, the 
black leather boxes 
used during morn¬ 
ing prayer. 

He said: “They 
would not be de¬ 
feated. 

“To hear about 
the strength of 
human character 
and the strength of 
Jewish character in a 
place like this is 
unbelievable.”

Vets tried to save vixen following pellet gun shooting 

Fox dies after being 
shot in 'cruel’ attack

A FOX was shot and killed in 
an ‘unnecessary and cruel’ 
attack in Stoneleigh. 

Surgeons at the Wildlife 
Aid Foundation in Leather- 
head tried to save the strick¬ 
en vixen, which had been 
shot with a pellet gun, but she 
died a short time later. 

The injured fox was found 
riddled with infection caused 
by the gunshot wounds by 
upset member of the public 
Amanda Townsend in Thorn- 
don Gardens, Stoneleigh, and 
she alerted the police. 

Examinations by the Wild¬ 
life Aid Foundation showed 
the fox had been shot with a 
pellet gun. 

The weapon used - a .177 
pellet - was described by 
Epsom and Ewell police as 
a “weapon calibre which 
would only inflict unneces¬ 
sary suffering on an animal 
the size of a fox.” 

Vets at the Wildlife Aid 
Foundation in Randalls 
Farm, Leatherhead, operat- 



A fox like the one attacked 


ed on the fox, but she died in 
surgery while under anaes¬ 
thetic. 

Founder Simon Cowell said 
it was not uncommon for the 
team to see animals which 
had been shot with guns. 

Mr Cowell said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, we do get quite a few 
animals that have been shot 
with guns. 

“Sometimes they are more 
malicious, sometimes it’s just 
kids playing in their gardens 
thinking it’s funny to shoot at 
animals. 

“I tend to blame the par¬ 
ents more than the children, 
because they should teach 


them not to do that. 

“It is cruel. It is unneces¬ 
sary” 

Resident Ms Townsend 
reported it to Surrey Police 
after finding the stricken vix¬ 
en. 

She wrote on the Epsom 
and Ewell Beat Facebook 
page: “It sickens me to think 
that someone in my neigh¬ 
bourhood can inflict such 
unnecessary cruelty on a de¬ 
fenceless animal. 

“She was in extreme 
pain and riddled with infec¬ 
tion caused by the gunshot 
wounds. 

“I’m so glad I found her as 
I know many people wouldn’t 
bother calling for help. 

“It was a fox this time but 
could easily be someone’s cat 
next time.” 

The fox was shot on 
Wednesday, January 27.

Not a very public consultation 


I AM writing about the public 
consultation on changes to com¬ 
munity hospital services. 

I was disappointed to see no 
reference to the above consul¬ 
tation in the last issue of the 
Epsom Guardian. The day be¬ 
fore the last SDCCG governing 
body meeting held on January 
29,1 presented the chairman, Dr 
Claire Fuller, with three written 
questions to be presented dur¬ 
ing public questions. 

Question three was asked be¬ 
cause I feel the public should be 
aware of what the CCG is pro¬ 
posing. 

Where is the public consulta¬ 


tion that is now under way being 
advertised? Without the public 
at large being aware this is not 
a public consultation but a delib¬ 
erate attempt to exclude a large 
part of the local population. 

Epsom General Hospital 
(EGH) is not included as one of 
the community hospitals as it is 
considered to be an acute hospi¬ 
tal. 

My personal view is that EGH 
is a mixture of community and 
acute and as such it should be 
remembered that for a large 
part of the population living in 
and around Epsom, EGH is their 
local community hospital. The 


proposed changes could result 
in a number of outpatient clin¬ 
ics presently held at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital moving to different venues. 

The consultation document 
mentions Epsom Hospital but 
does not pay sufficient attention 
to patients from the Epsom local¬ 
ity, who presently attend clinics 
at Epsom Hospital. By moving 
clinics away from Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal to other venues, the patients 
from the Epsom locality will al¬ 
most certainly not be attending 
a clinic that is closer to home. 

I believe I am correct in say¬ 
ing that SDCCG’s present budget 
plan will result in the CCG being 


£28 million in debt by the end of 
the financial year. The consulta¬ 
tion document proposes spend¬ 
ing £11.7 million on upgrading 
the community hospitals. 

Where will this money come 
from? 

The future cost to the CCG per 
square metre per year for each 
hospital is provided in the table 
on page 16 of the consultation 
document, but this is not direct¬ 
ly compared with current costs. 
It would help to have a projected 
percentage increase in costs pro¬ 
vided in the same table.

Tips for first-time renters 


WITH so many bits and pieces to 
consider, it is easy to overlook some 
of the less obvious factors that you 
need to take into account before 
you rent a property. Here are some 
tips for first-time renters. 

Contents insurance: your 
landlord is responsible for insuring 
the property itself, but a condition 
of your tenancy agreement will 
more than likely be that you get 
contents cover. This is simple 
enough if you are living alone or 
with your family as you just need 
to hit the comparison sites and find 
the best deal. 

However, it can be a bit trickier 
if you are living in a shared house 
as many policies won't cover them. 
So, double check any policies that 
you are offered and always let 
them know that it's a shared house 
or you could end up with your 
insurance being invalidated. 

Is your deposit protected: 
since 2007 it has been law that 
your landlord must put your 
deposit into a protected deposit 


scheme. If they do not then they 
can be fined and be liable to pay 
you up to three times the deposit 
amount. 

Getting your deposit back: 

make sure that you check your 
contract for the exact conditions of 
your deposit being returned to you. 
It may request a deep clean of the 
property, it may say that carpets 
must be cleaned professionally, 
or that any picture hooks must be 
removed and filled in. Knowing 
what will be expected of you (and 
what won't be) will help you to 
prepare for the future better. 

Shop around for utilities: you 
could save a lot on your gas/ 
electricity by shopping around. 

It's amazing how many people 
just stay with the same supplier 
the previous tenant had, but it's 
unnecessary. Switching supplier is 
easy and you might be surprised at 
how much you can save. 

Free furniture: don't feel like 
you have to go out buying all brand 
new furnishings either. You may 


have a picture in your head of your 
new and super stylish pad, but it's 
best to manage your expectations. 
Websites such as Freecycle have 
loads of free stuff that you can 
acquire for your house. 

Boosting your credit 
score: in 2012 the possibility was 
announced that rent payments 
may start contributing towards 
your credit score. This means that 
if you are on time month in, month 
out then you may find it easier to 
get credit down the line. However, 
if you are unreliable with your rent, 
you could see the opposite. 

Take pictures when you move in: 
pay special attention to any areas 
of concern and check them against 
the contents inventory. 

This will help avoid any issues at 
the end of the tenancy, if you get 
accused of causing damage that 
was already present when you got 
there.

"I think English theatre is dead." 
Edward Bond was not kidding. 

"I think it serves no useful social, 
creative function," he continued. "So 
I work mainly abroad." 

The 81-year-old poet, theorist and 
screenwriter has written more than 
50 plays and is one of our greatest 
writers but, as you can see, he's had 
an uneasy relationship with the 
theatre establishment. 

It is for that reason his new work 
Dea will make its world premiere at 
The Secombe in Sutton on May 24, 
running until June 11. 

Bond told Vibe: "The last two 
productions of my stuff in London - 
one at Haymarket and one at the 
National Theatre - were rubbish." 


Unsurprisingly then, the man who 
helped bring down the theatre 
censorship laws with his 1965 play 
Saved will also be directing his own 
work. 

He added: "I would like to create 
something here which you couldn't 
do in the West End, you couldn't do 
at the Royal Court, you couldn't do 
at the RSC - and I know because I 
worked at those places. 

"They are all part of the entertain¬ 
ment industry." 

Dea takes Greek and Jacobean 
drama's fundamental problems of 
the family and war to depict a 
collapsing society and it is a show 
which he hopes will challenge and 
captivate his audience in a way he 


doesn't feel English theatre does 
currently. 

"What has happened to English 
theatre, English society, is it has 
become infantile. It is not dumbing 
down, it is actually becoming infan¬ 
tile. You turn on the television and it 
is infantile. You are patronised as if 
you are a little child." 

Whereas Bond contends that most 
theatre now appeals only to the 
emotions - victories, disasters, thrills 
and wows - he wants to engage the 
audience's intellect as well. 

He said: "They have evolved to 
work together but in our society 
we divide them like a guillotine - 
intelligence is for machines; emotion 
is for the audience, who have got 


to be stupid. 

"They are treated like children and 
patronised. And that is very, very 
destructive. It didn't happen in the 
great ages of drama in the past. 

"It makes people increasingly 
passive and stupid." 

He added: "I would like to create a 
theatre for intelligent emotions. This 
would appeal, ignite, and activate 
the creative intelligence of the 
audience. 

"To do that, you have to find that 
imagination which is also intelligent 
and not just fantasy." 

Clearly, it is quite a coup for Sutton 
Theatres to land the World premiere 
of Edward Bond's new work.

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SWEDISH MEATBALLS 
Serves 4, Time: 1 hour 
Swedish meatballs are a family 
favourite. They are easy on the 
palate, comforting and fun to eat - 
children love them and can help 
make them too. 

TIPS: The flavourings (and sauce) 
change the style of the dish: cream 
and allspice for Swedish meatballs, 
tomato and oregano for Italian, 
harissa and tomato for Moroccan 
etc. Try your own variations... 

INGREDIENTS: (makes around 24 
meatballs) 

Meatballs: 500g-600g mix of beef 
and pork mince, one onion, one egg 
whisked, 75g bread crumbs, 200ml 
single cream, two tablespoons oil 
and one tablespoon butter, half a 
teaspoon allspice, flour. 

Gravy: Two onions, 500ml chicken 
stock, half a teaspoon allspice, one 
bay leaf, a sprig of thyme, lOg dried 
chopped porcini mushrooms 
(optional), 125ml white wine 
(optional), 100ml single cream, one 
tablespoon redcurrant jelly, one 
tablespoon flour, one tablespoon oil, 
one tablespoon butter. 

METHOD: 1) Make the gravy. Finely 
chop the onion and fry in oil and 
butter on a low heat for 10 minutes.

cream with the breadcrumbs. Mix 
the meat, egg and breadcrumbs 
together in a large bowl. Add all¬ 
spice, season with salt and pepper 
and mix thoroughly and form wal¬ 
nut-size balls. For best results rest 
the meatballs in the fridge for 30 
minutes to firm-up. 

3) Cook the meatballs. Coat the 


meatballs in flour and fry in butter 
and oil until golden brown. Do this in 
batches, setting aside cooked meat¬ 
balls after each batch.

Road test: Ford Focus RS (£29,995) 



2016 Ford Focus RS (55184252) 


THE Focus RS is a blue-collar hero. 
Since its introduction in 2002, the 
RS - which stands for 'Rallye Sport' 
- has been the halo model for fast 
Ford fans in the UK. It's a nod to 
legendary cars like the RS1600 and 
the Sierra Cosworth, both of which 
were attainable and immensely 
quick, writes Ed Wiseman. 

Prices for this car start at just 
under £30,000, and its driving 
dynamics and sheer power would 
challenge cars costing three 
times that. It's all-wheel-drive, 
it hits 62mph in 4.7 seconds, 
and it sounds like an angry lion. 
Ridiculous. This is the kind of car 
you could fall in love with - and 
then lease for £299 a month from 
your nearest Ford dealer. 

It's pretty subtle until you notice 
the more aggressive bodywork, the 
spoiler above the rear windscreen, 
and the sculpted front and rear. 

The launch colour is Nitrous Blue, 
which accounts for most of the 
orders currently placed, but opting 
for a quieter colour will create an 
understated 'sleeper' car. 

Space and practicality: Ford has 
used some interior space to build 


a unique all-wheel-drive system. 

You lose around 60 litres from 
the (already mediocre) boot, and 
the standard seats are bulky and 
eat into rear passenger legroom. 
Splash out on the shell seats for a 
more comfortable cabin. 

Despite being a performance- 
oriented car, the RS has all the mod 
cons you'd expect. A couple of 12v 
charging sockets up front, loads 
of stowage space and some USB 
ports as well. 

Ford has built a brilliant driver's 


car. They even have a metric for 
how 'fun' it is to rev the engine 
(very), and they teamed up with 
stunt driver and internationally- 
renowned boy racer Ken Block 
to make a car that you can mess 
around in.
